The Office Action mailed March 10, 2009 has been reviewed and reconsideration 
of the above-identified ^plication in view of the following amendments and remarks is 
respectfully requested 

Claims 1-28 are pending. 

Claims 1-18 and 21-28 stand rejected. 

Claims 1, 23, 24, 27 and 28 are independent claims. 

Claims 19 and 20 are objected to but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form. 

Claims 1, 13, 21, 23, 24 and 27 have been amended. Claims 19 and 20 have been 
cancelled without prejudice. 

Claims 1-8, 12, 13, 16-18 and 21-28 stand rejected under 35 USC 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Berge (USP no. 6, 369, 954) in view of Mitani (USP no. 5, 612, 085). 
Claims 9-11, 14 and 15 stand rejected under 35 USC 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Berge in view of Mitani and further in view of Bartels (USP no. 6, 473, 543). 

Claims 19 and 20 are objected to but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form. 

Applicant thanks the Examiner for the indication of allowable subject matter in 
claims 19 and 20 and has amended independent claims 1, 23, 24, 27 and 28 to include the 
subject matter of claims 19 and 20. 

Applicant submits that for the amendments made to the independent claims, these 
claims are in a form consistent with the indication of allowable subject matter and, hence, 
the independent claims are in allowable form. 

With regard to the remaining claims, these claims depend from the independent 
claims and, hence, are also allowable by virtue of their dependency upon an allowable 
base claim.
